Reclamation Under Carey Act 


(From Loa Angeles Financial News.) 


California Conservation Commission has evolved a 
plan by which a million acres of land, located in the 
eastern part of Imperial, Riverside and San Bernar­ 
dino county, will be reclaimed. 
An engineer will be 
appointed to make a reconnofs'sance of the lands 
Iii tile section named and when this is done the selec­ 
tion of land under the proposed project will be se­ 
lected. 
The Commission, which is a unit on the 
plans, consists of former Governor Pardee, Francis 
Cuttle and .1. P. Baumgardner. 
In outlining the 
plan former Governor Pardee is quoted as follows: 
“The first step which we shall take is to determine 
whether there is a million acres of desirable desert 
laud that can he taken up under the Carey act. We do 
not know how much land there is still open to set­ 
tlement on which water from the Colorado river can 
be placed economically. 
With this information in 
hand, the second step is to get Secretary of the 
Interior Lane to withdraw the land from entry by 
others, until the ^ Late Itself can aet. 
The third is 
to adopt a general and comprehensive plan of recla­ 
mation, to be undertaken by the State and to be 
paid for by the people who go on the land—not at 
once, but as their resources will permit. 
Legislative 
action for taking up the land, for reclaiming it and 
for reimbursing the State will have to be secured. 
“I am free to admit that the proposals are merely
